The whole site is a somewhat ele- 
vated sandy area, sufficiently rolling 
or broken as to afford good drainage 
to the river and the streoU keep so 
ilrj that they need no paving. The 
town has thirteen stores, two mills, 
and several shops all doing a goisl 
business. There are seven large 
churches, a male college and a large 
female college, which has* flourished 
with a patronage of three hundred 
and oi which your subscriber has 
taken charge. 

The chief conneotioas are by river 
with Mobile and by stage line wi t 
tbe Alabama A Great Southern rail- 
road. There was formerly a Short 
Line between this place and the Mo- 
bile A Ohio railroad, but owing to 
some disagreement between the cit- 
izens here and the railroad people the 
track was taken up and has not yet 
been relaid.

shaking the earth to tbe center. I

•Tbe streams are attiactive, haviug 
cut channels deep down in tbe soft, 
white and blue limestone beds, and 
ripple along with clear waters, shaded 
by evergreens, some of which bear 
long gray mosses, aud numeroua 
viues. In iaol as you go on the 
traiuaoi the two long lines of railway 
that pass through the oounty, the 
landscape is]everywhere so inviting 
that you feel like stopping to admire 
the many beauties that are to be saen 
and to listen to tne mocking bird, 
whose varied ratiaio may be heard 
here among tbe foliage all day long. 
There is an additional plcusantnesa 
too, to me, when I notice that I am 
here associated w ith intelligent, gen- 
ial, wealthy people, who have called 
me to keep their school, at a salary 
double that of any teacher in the 
Green River country, in Kentucky. 

But alaa and withal, when I think 
of the many dear friends I have left 
■u far distant — when the church bells 
strikes up a rich melody that softly 
dies away among the pines and flow- 
eis, and I know they do not call to- 
gether the smiling faces I have so 
often and so fondly met at the old 
home, the bosom though restrained 
will swell, a sigh will burst and tears 
will unbidden fall upon the cheek, 
that life to short is not lived out at a 
tingle place. K

DEMOCRATIC RULE.

How tbs t’niinlry Has WnfTeml I'nder 
t leielaiid’a Aflliiliilslrwlliir,. 

"The democratic party asks the intel- 
liircnt judinnent of the American peo- 
ple. It asks a chanire of udniinlatra- 
tlon and a chanife of party in order 
that there may lie a cliaiiKe of system 
and a chancre of methoda, thus assuring 
the maintenance unimpalnsl of insti- 
tutions under which the republic has 
grown great and imwerful." 

These are the elosing sentencea in 
thi^ platform adopted by the democrat- 
ic national convention of two years 
ago, and on which tlin llrover Cleve- 
land ailministration assumed the reins 
of iwiwer. That was the promise. At 
the close of Its Arst fiscal year of office. 
Included in the sixteen inontha that 
have elaiised since Cleveland took the 
oath, let us ask what has been the per- 
formance? 

F'or the Arst time since the close of 
the war the exp<-ndltnres have ex- 
ceeded the receipts, and the deficit Isa 
startling one. The revenues for the 
year exhibit a shrinkage of alaiut 
ninety-three million dollars, and the 
gold reserve ia reduced to sixty mil- 
lions, or over forty millions below 
what under republican administra- 
tions was deemed to be the limit of 
safety, and this though some Afty- 
eight millions have been obtained by 
the sale of bonds And the course of 
events directly due Ui mlmliiUtratiun 
inlsnile is even more disastrous to the 
people. The clearing house paymenta 
of the country have decreased two bil- 
lions of dollars, or about as much as 
the total deposits of the workers in the 
savings banks of tl\e country, while It 
is estimated that the total of <f<ti7jr 
wages and incomes is JIre million dol- 
lars less than two years ago, this de- 
crease liciiig twice as much as the 
dally cost of carrying on the tre- 
mendous war for the preservation of 
the union. Truly the pt-ople have suf- 
fered. Tliey have paid ilearly for 
listening two years ago to the dema- 
gogues who exhorted them to vote for 
Cleveland and a change. 

The business trouble liegun very 
soon after Mr. Cleveland tiKik his scat 
in the white house. Certain hints let 
drop by his secretary of the treasury 
were construed as reasons for fear that 
the parity In-twcen gold and silver 
would not be preserved. On this hint 
foreigners sent home American stia-ks 
and sold them for gold, and it was ex- 
ported in large amounts, ami what re- 
mained in the country wa.s l<H-ked up 
from the channels of circulation. The 
result was a scarcity of money, which 
induced fears of the baqks, and a run 
ensut-d which made money still more 
scarce for lending purposes, and in- 
dustrial o|ieratioiiK were puruly/asl. 

ConAdence in the soundness of the 
currency was restored by the call for 
a s(iecial session and the sub-a-<|ucnt 
action of congress in re|H-aIliaf the pnr- 
chasiiig clans-- of the Sherman act of 
July 14, IstKi. 

Hut the president declared in Ills 
message that congress must sism enter 
on the work of tariff n-vision and re- 
duction to carry out the pledges of the 
party, and the fear of tariff reduction 
made the industrial situation slill 
worse. Merchants vvere afraid to buy 
st<a.-ks of giHxIs that would liave to be 
sold in competition with those pn> 
diiced under a lower tariff and our 
inanufaeturers curtailed ois-riitionsfor 
the same reason, in addition to having 
a diminished current demand for their 
giHida. Many of them were forccil to 
stop beeaust- they could not get onlers 
for the product of thelrestablishments 
and others managed to keep o|ien by 
dint of offering their wan-s at a #.-vem 
cut in prices which mmle it necessary 
to redtice the wages of their employes. 
The increasing eomp<-tition of sellers 
on a smaller market led to further de- 
clines in prices, and this to more cuts 
in wages, till the eom[H-nsation of 
labor hail bt-en reduced by fully twen- 
ty-Ave per cent, on the average, and 
still hundreds of thousands could not 
And work at any price. | 

The deceived tollers whose votes had 
placed in p<iwer that party tliat caused 
all this mischief grew dissutisAed. 
Many of them struck for the wages 
which employers had paid eheerfully 
during years of republican prospi-rity, I 
but could nut afford to pay under tlie I 
democratic order of things. 'I'hc ' 
strikes on the 1‘uciHc railroads, | 
strikes of the miners for bituminous ' 
coal, strikes in the Colorado gold Helds, 
the strike at Pullman, witii IK-bs' order i 
extending it to nearly all railroads, 
the scenes of violence Involving mur- 
der in some cases, the calling out of I 
sherifTk pu.sses and the military to re- j 
store order; great privation to the j 
strikers and their families, and no ' 
small amount of unjust interruption 
t and loss to many who were not parties 
I to the struggle— all this was directly 
consequent uixiii democratic interfer- 
ence with previous industrial condi- 
tions and national prosperity. 

I Then there was an immense falling 
off in receipts of duties on imported i 
! goods during this lust Ascsl year, bc- 
I cause Importers did not deem it safe ' 
to be caught with stocks on hand with 
the market prices falling when tariff 
reductions, went into effect; and so 
the income of the government suffered 
directly, in addition to the falling off 
that resulted from internal depression 
of trade, w,ith greatly reduced con- 
sumption, making a total loss of nearly 
one hundred millions of revenue. And 
while the revenues have lieen thus 
running behind at the rate of nearly 
two million dollars per week fur tlie 
whole Arst year of ( leveland, and the 
people suffering from business paraly- 
sis, the tariff tinkers at Washington 
have worse than wasted many months 
of valuable time In hobnobbing with 
sugar and whisky trust oftlclaU, and 
trying to help them to rob the people i 
without bcncAting the treasury bal- 
ance by a single dollar. , 

|- This truthful picture is a lamentable 
one. It especially la so by contrast 
with the Aattering promiHcs mudu to 
the voters two years ago by the demo- 
cratic politicians who, next November^ 

I will ask the cltisens of the l.'nitcd 
States to give them another vote of 
. cnnAdence and elect their candidates 
! to further carry out their anti-pintec- 
I tlon programme which has plunged
